Keeping baby’s world clean is 
overwhelming task 


Babies are a special part of any 
family and generate lots of love and 
lots of laundry. Keeping baby’s 
world clean and sweet-smelling can 
seem like an overwhelming task. 

The sooner a soil or stain is treat- 
ed, the more effective the results. 
Presoak products are especially,,ef- 
fective for loosening s vils and stains 
from sources that come hand in hand 
with babyhood: baby formula, milk, 
eggs, baby foods, vomit and urine. 

Follow the package directions for 
the recommended amount. The soak 
period varies from 1/2 hour for light 
stains to a possible overnight for 
heavier stains. If the item was partic- 
ularly expensive and/or has senti- 
mental value, it’s best not to wait. 
Apply a pretreat product and lander 
as soon as possible. 

To help eliminate odors and 
stains, liquid household bleach, col- 
orfast bleach or borax can be used 
alone to soak or with detergent for 
washing. Check the care labels to de- 
termine the type of bleach that is 
safe for the fabric. 

While fabric softeners will soften 
baby’s clothes, they may reduce the 
effectiveness of flame retardancy on 
fabrics like those used for sleepwear. 
Because of this, do not use fabric 
softeners either in the washer or dry- 
er when landering children’s sleep- 
wear, 

If you use cloth diapers, shake or 
scrape solids into the toilet, Then 
rinse the diaper in clean water. De- 
posit soiled diapers in a soaking so- 
lution made from detergent, presoak 
product or bleach, Follow the label 
directions for the correct usage and 
amount, 

For safety purposes and to pre- 
vent odors, use a diaper poll with a 
tight-fitting lid, When diapers are 
ready to be washed, pour diapers and 
the soak solution into the washer and 
set conuols to spin to remove excess 
water, Then wash the diapers using 


hot water. 

To save energy, use a cold water 
rinse. For best results, wash diapers 
every other day. Wash no more than 
three dozen in one load. To help kill 
bacteria that cause diaper rash, add 
liquid household bleach to the wash 
cycle, 

Dry diapers on the regular cycle. 
Avoid overdrying them because this 
can make them feel harsh and 
scratchy.

As the cattle industry continues 
to expand across the southeast this 
particular question is asked quite 
frequently: ‘What is the best breed 
of bull to use in my herd?” 

I get the question at least once a 
week and sometimes more. 

Herd bull selection is not a mat- 
ter to be taken lightly. Bulls are half 
the genetics in your herd and with- 
out good quality bulls you will sim- 
ply not make as much money as 
with them. 

There is no ready answer to that 
question in a commercial herd. It 
quite simply depends on what the 
genetic base of your cows happens 
to be 


For example, if you have a herd 
of cows that are predominantly An- 
gus in their background then an An- 
gus bull would not be the best 
choice for you. 

To promote hybrid vigor you 
would be better off to use another 
breed that would complimentAngus. 
Since Angus is a carcass-type breed 
yo would probably choose a breed 

own for high milking ability, to 
possibly enhance themothering abil- 
ity within your herd. 

This is the type process I go 
through in determining the breed of 
bull for each person’s operation, and 
quite honestly it is going to vary 
from farm to farm. 

Naturally, if you are a purebred 
producer, breed is not a concern; 
you have already chosen your breed 
and will simply be interested in per- 
formance from within that breed. 

Another measuring tool available 
to us in Alabama for choosing 
breeds of bulls is the various bull 
tests scattered throughout Alabama: 
the North Alabama test; the West 
Alabama test; the Auburn test and 
the Wiregrass test conducted out of 
Headland. 


These bull tests are an unbiased 
measurement of various breeds of 


’ bulls. 


If you want to know what bulls 
are doing well on tests, you simply 
need to obtain a copy of a bull test 
report and look at the gain on grass 
or feed depending on the test you are 
analyzing. 

This is a great tool available to us 
in Alabama, and is second to none in 
the entire U.S. When looking at this 
data, you can determine how that 
breed compares to other breeds then 
make your choices on the best bull 
to fit your situation. 

We have already talked about 
complimenting your cows with an- 
other breed. Other things to consider 
are testicular development in the bull 
- - on young bulls this should be 
around 33-34 cm, - - their perfor- 
mance data, EPD’s, calving ease, 
milking ability of the breed, and 
price. Once you have considered all 
these factors, you can certainly make 
a solid decision as to which bull you 
need to have on your place, and | 
can assure you it is well worth the 
effort in terms of dollars and cents 
over a period of time. 

There are several bull breeds right 
now in Coffee County: Angus, Beef 
Master, Brangus, Charolais, Gelb- 
vieh, Hereford, Limosin, Maine- 
Anjou, Santagertrudis, Red Angus, 
Brahman, Chianina, and Seimmen- 
tal. 

If you want more information 
concerning the right bull for your 
herd I will be more than happy to 
help you. All breeds have something 
to offer -- the trick is to find the one 
that is going to give you the most for 
your money and help you to move 
up and not backwards,

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_McAliley further asked that the 
minutes reflect that the courts may 
conduct jury and non-jury trials in 
any of the three designated facilities. 

He further noted that this request 
was due to the demolition of the 
courthouse and the construction of a 
new facility for the Enterprise Divi- 
sion of Coffee County, AL. 

In the June 9th meeting, commis- 
sioners designated the old Post Of- 
fice building as a temporary court- 
house annex while the Enterprise 
Civic Center and Enterprise City 
Hall were designated as being used 
for trials, 

_The judge explained to the com- 
mission that this amendment to the 
minutes was essential since a “Peti- 
tion For Writ of Mandamus” has al- 
ready been filed in a capital murder 
case - State of Alabama vs Michael 
Lee Glass. The case is set for trial 
during the criminal jury term begin- 
ning on August 11, 1997, 

Attorneys representing Glass 
have asked the Supreme Court of Al- 
abama to direct Judge McAliley not 
to hold the jury selection at the En- 
terprise Civic Center as scheduled 
nor the evidentiary portion of the 
trial in this matter at the Enterprise 
City Hall. 

In their petition to the high court, 
Glass’ attorneys, after citing several 
cases of record, stated that the com- 
mission had incorrectly designated 
temporary courthouse, the facilities 
designated were not adequate, and 
furthermore, the commissioners had 
created the problem by allowing the 
present facility to be demolished, 

J. E, Sawyer, Jr. and D, Bruce 
McLean are Glass’ attomeys of 
record, 


Ironically, Sawyer was the lawyer 
who filed the lawsuit on behalf of a 
client forcing the county to renovate 
the old Enterprise Courthouse or 
build a new facility to comply with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act 
of 1990. 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to amend the minutes for the 
June 9th meeting to reflect Judge 
McAliley’s request and recommen- 
dation. 

Jeff Massey, representing MDI 
(Mark Dunning Industries), appeared 
before the commission to brief them 
on plans for the transition of the 
county’s garbage collection. 

Beginning October 1, 1997, MDI 
will take over the county’s garbage 
collection from Environmental 
Waste Systems. 

“We're going to begin right now 

making sure the distribution of the 
carts to the public takes place in a 
good organized manner,” said Mas- 
sey. 
He told commissioners that the 
company’s plan, at the present time, 
is to locate its temporary distribution 
facility in a central location, The site 
selected by MDI is on county prop- 
erty near the Coffee County Health 
Department building. 

The actual distribution of the gar- 
bage containers (carts) will begin on 
Wednesday, any 23. County resi- 
dents will be asked to come by the 
facility to pick up their cart and at 
the same time sign up with the new 
collection agency, 

Methods of notification to county 
residents will be made via ads in lo- 
cal newspapers, radio announce- 


ments, and flyers circulated through- 
out the county,

Kinston will use their money to upgrade equipment, the Sheriff will use the $1,000 to increase the height of the 
two-way radio tower, New Brockton wants to purchase video cameras for the patrol cars and Elba plans to upgrade 
hand held two-way radios for patrolling officers, 


Massey also noted, after the for- 
mal commission meeting, that possi- 
bly mailouts will be used to alert 
area residents as to what should be 
done to initiate the new garbage col- 
lection service. 

He also noted that every effort 
will be made to assist the county’s 
elderly citizens in getting their carts 
and enrolling for the service. 

When asked why the carts were 
not being delivered to each house- 
hold, Massey stated in past experi- 
ences in start-ups (6 to 7), by his 
company, this method has proved to 
be the best way. 

Also, he noted that no accurate, 
up-to-date list exists of those pres- 
ently enrolled in the county’s present 
garbage collection service. 

Massey commented that it is pos- 
sible there will be some changes in 
routes and collection dates for some 
residents. This will be noted in the 
advertisements and flyers. 

“Our goal is to have a smooth 
transition of garbage collection ser- 
vice for the residents of Coffee 
County,” said Massey.

If you work around tractors, com- 
bines, choppers, grain dryers or 
chain saws, you can protect your 
hearing with earmuffs or earplugs. 

_ Earmuffs tend to be more effec- 
tive, but the level of protection var- 
ies due to differences in size, shape, 
seal material, shell mass and type of 
Suspension. Earplugs may be cus- 
tom-fitted or pre-formed rubber, 
plastic or foam inserts. 

Pre-formed inserts are cheaper, 
but earplugs properly inserted into 
the ear and custom-fitted by trained 
personnel are more effective, 

If you are frequently exposed to 
loud noises, you should have a hear- 
ing test regularly. If a hearing loss is 
discovered, take steps to reduce exp- 
sure and lower the risk of further 
damage to your ears.

Few changes in peanut herbicides 


WHAT’S NEW IN PEANUT 
WEED CONTROL 

There are only a few changes in 

our peanut herbicides this year. Here 
is just a brief summary of each of 
them. I hope this article is helpful to 
you. 
Starting with our preplant herbi- 
cides, the first change is in Prowl. 
You can now purchase Prowl in a 
new form called Pentagon 60DG. 

Prowl, of course, is a preplant in- 
corporated ees herbicide and the 
Pentagon 60DG is a dry granular 
form instead of the liquid. 

The second change is in the new 
chemical Cadre DG. It is now sold 
as a dispersible granular herbicide. It 
comes in a small package which cov- 
ers two acres. This is the same chem- 
ical as the Cadre 2S at the 4-ounce 
rate, 

The next new chemical is Fron- 
tier. It was labeled a little late last 
year for use on peanuts, This chemi- 
cal is much like Dual, It is a preplant 
incorporated herbicide, 

Its claim to fame is yellow nut- 
sedge. The use rate to control yellow 
nutsedge is 1,5 pints per acre, The 
price is somewhat comparable to 
other preplant herbicides, 

I think it is important that we not 
overlook the chemical Pursuit, It is a 
very good herbicide for controlling 

purple and yellow nutsedge at 
approximately a $15-per-acre cost. 

It can be used preplant or poste- 
mergence, The recropping restriction 
is a problem. But if you do not have 
beggarweed and want to contro! nut- 
grass, this is a good chemical, 

Cadre DG is still the best nut- 
sedge control for both yellow and 
purple nutsedge and has season-long 
control, The cost is around $30 per 
acre and again there is a lengthy re- 


cropping restriction, 

ie this economic crunch, our 
farmers need to look at each field 
and its particular weeds in determin- 
ing which herbicides to use. 

Starfire plus surfactant is still a 
great treatment, The $3 to $3.50 
treaiment per acre is hard to beat, 

For an extra $4 or so you can add 
one-half pint Basagran as a safener, 
You can add a full pint for some 
yellow nutsedge and cocklebur con- 
trol. You can also add Butoxone fair- 
ly cheaply for increased broadleaf 
control 


The chemical Storm is often add- 
ed to the Starfire weatment for an- 
other $12 or so, However, consider- 
ing all of these treatmenis and their 
costs, the Starfire plus surfactant is

use. 


Tough and 2,4-DB are good treat- 
ment for small beggarweed. The 
Tough is usually around $14 and the 


2,4-DB around $3. 

Select is a grass herbicide that 
will most likely receive labeling for 
use On peanuts sometime this May. 
It is already labeled for use on cotton 
and soybeans, The use rate will be 6- 
8 ounces per acre plus a crop oil con- 
centrate, 

It works a little better on Bermu- 
dagrass and Johnsongrass whi.e 
Poast Plus works a little better on 
buffalograss. 

I hope you have a good planting

REMEMBERING 

Some of the best times of our 
lives are the short moments we have 
to visit with one another, especially 
with the older generation who have 
already been there and done that.

armed all their lives. Day has gone 
from farming with an ox to modern 
six-row equipment. He has seen a lot 
of changes. 

His advice to younger farmers is - 
don’t farm. He said, “Our govern- 
ment is trying to balance the budget 
by cutting farmers. But the cuts are 
not working for the farmer because 
the cost of everything he buys to 
farm is going up while the price of 
everything he sells is coming down. 
And that just doesn’t pan out. 

“The American public wants to 
import all their food from other 
countries, and that also is putting our 
American farmers out of business. 
Many of those countries cannot 
drink their own water; how can they 
produce quality food for us?”

Nutsedge control in hayfield a must 


Recently several folks have 
called concerning nutsedge invading 
hayfields, The first thing that needs 
to be considered in nutsedge control 
is what caused it. 

We feel that in many hayfields 
the cause has to do with cultural 
practices within the field, In other 
words, how it was fertilized and 
how it was taken care of. 

For example, in many cases 
broiler litter had been over-applied 
in certain areas causing a significant 
increase in the phosphate level, This 
will cause problems for the Bermu- 
da and Bahia growing in that area. 

Nutsedge is always there, It’s un- 
derneath a hay sod, many times just 
waiting for an opportunity to grow. 
If anything suppresses the growth of 
the Bahia or the Bermuda then nut- 
sedge is right there, ready to grow. 

nce nutsedge begins to move 
through a particular area of a field it 
doesn'lt take it long to establish a 
very significant stand, : 

One of the best ways to contro! it 
in a hayfield appears to be to use a 

t such as Roundup, make as 
many as two applications and com- 
pletely spot-treat the area where the 
nutsedge has established, 

Once you apply Roundup, allow 
a minimum of ten days beiore dis- 
turbing the field at all. This allows 
the Roundup to completely kill the 
area, The rate can vary anywhere 
from 1 to 5 quarts per acre. Prob- 
ably a good place two start would be 


2 quarts per acre in about 40 gallons 
of spray solution, 

ine other important considera- 
tion in nutgrass control in a hayfield 
is if you can avoid tilling the tield. 
If the nutgrass has been chemically 
controlled, not tilling the area helps 
greatly in controlling future stands 
of nutsedge, 

The reason for this is the tubers 
that attach to the roots of nutgrass 
are not all killed with chemicals. 
When you disturb the soil this 
brings them into a situation where 
they can grow, 

If possible, once you chemically 
control the area, the less you can 
break the sod the better. If you can 
drill seed of your forage grass right 
into the controlled sod, this will sig- 
nificantly help control future stan 
of nutsedge. 

Weed control in forage grasses 
should be done with input costs in 
mind, We need to control certain sit- 
uations but we really can't afford to 
pour great amounts of money into 
weed control. 

Therefore, be very careful in your 
cultural practices to help avoid as 
much weed problem as you can, 
Even doing this you are going to 
have some weed prob lems, 

li they can be altacked on a spot 
treatment basis or when the weed 
problem first starts, this will greatly 
reduce the amount of cost that you 
have to put in to conwolling the 
problem.

FIGS 
Figs are certainly plentiful 


throughout Coffee County this year, 
and I am getting numerous calls on 
how to preserve them. Following are 
the recommendations. 


CANNING FIGS 

Use firm, ripe, uncracked figs. 
The color of a mature fig depends on 
the variety. Do not use overripe figs 
with very soft flesh. Wash thorough- 
ly in clean water and drain. Do not 
peel or remove stems. Prepare a light 
syrup. 

HOT PACK 

Cover figs with water in a large, 
thick-bottomed saucepan and bring 
to a boil. Boil 2 minutes and drain. 
Place figs in the syrup in a thick- 
bottomed saucepan and boil gently 
for 5 minutes. Add acid to jars: 1 ta- 
blespoon bottled lemon juice per 
pint or 1/2 teaspoon per quart. Fill 

Ot jars immediately with figs, leav- 
ing a 1/2-inch headspace, 

Add boiling syrup to cover figs, 
leaving a 1/2-inch headspace. Re- 
move air bubbles, Wipe jar rims and 
adjust lids, 

Process in a boiling water-bath 
canner. Pints, 45 minutes; quarts - 
50 minutes, 


Freezing Figs 
Use fully ripe figs, Wash and re- 
move stems, 


Syrup Pack: Prepare a 40- 
percent syrup (3 cups sugar, 4 cups 
water). Add 3/4 teaspoon ascorbic 
acid or 1/2 cup lemon juice to each 
quart of syrup. Pour 1/2 cup syrup 
into each pint container, 1 cup in 
quarts, Peel figs, if desired, and cut 
in halves or slices, Pack immediately 
as you peel and cut into syrup in 
containers, 

Or, freeze them whole, Press figs 
down and add enough syrup to cover 
figs, Leave a headspace (pint 1/2 
inch; quart 1 inch), Place crumpled 
paper on top to hold figs under syr- 
up. Fasten lids securely and freeze, 

Tray Pack: Peel figs, if desired, 
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and cut in halves or slices, Or freeze 
whole, Measure prepared figs, sprin- 
kle each quart with 3/4 Mm as- 
corbic acid mixed in 3 tablespoons 
cold water. 

Place figs in a my nd layer on a 
baking sheet or tray. not crowd 
them on tray. Place tray in freezer. 
When frozen, pack in containers. 
Fasten lids or seals securely and re- 
turn to freezer, 

Dry Pack: Prepare figs and sprin- 
kle with ascorbic acid in water, same 
as for tray pack. Pack treated figs in 
containers, leaving a headspace 
(pints - 1/2 inch;, quarts 1/2 inch). 
Fasten lids or seals securely and 
freeze. 


FIG PRESERVES (makes 4 to 5 
half-pints) 

1-1/2 quarts figs 

6 cups boiling water 

2 cups sugar 

3 cups water 

1 lemon, thinly sliced 

Use firm, ripe figs. Wash, place 
in large baking pan and cover with 
boiling water. Let sit 15 minutes; 
drain and rinse in cold water. 

Mix sugar and 3 cups water in a 
saucepan. Add lemon slices. Heat to 
boiling over high heat and boil 10 
minutes to make a syrup. 

Remove from heat and quickly 
skim off foam. Remove lemon slic- 


es. Return to high heat and drop figs 
into syrup, a few at a time so syru 
will continue to boil. Boil rapidly 
until figs are transparent. 

Remove figs and place in a shal- 
low pan. Continue boiling the syrup 
until it is thick. Then pour syrup 
over figs and let sit for 6 - 8 hours. 

Reheat figs and syrup to boiling. 
Fill hot jars with figs, leaving a 1/4- 
inch headspace. Add syrup to cover 
figs, leaving a 1/4-inch headspace. 
Remove air bubbles. Wipe jar rims 
and adjust lids. 

Process in boiling water-bath 
canner. Half-pints - 5 minutes. 


Strawberry Fig Preserves 
(Makes about 6 half-pints) 
2 quarts figs 
_ 2 3-02. packages strawberry gela- 
tin 


*S'quarts sugar 

Wash, peel and mash figs. Meas- 
ure 3 cups mashed figs into a large, 
thick-bottomed saucepan, Add gela- 
tin and sugar and heat to a boil. 

Lower heat and boil slowly for 3 
- 5 minutes, stirring often. Fill hot 
jars immediately with fig mixture, 
leaving a 1/4-inch headspace. Re- 
move air bubbles. Wipe jar rims and 
adjust lids. 

Process in boiling water-bath 
canner. Half--pints - 5 minutes. 


Fig Jam (Makes about 6 half 
pints) 

3 pounds figs 

6 quarts boiling water 

3 cups sugar 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

Use firm, nee figs, Wash and re- 
move stems, Place in a large baking 
pan and cover with boiling water. 
Let sit for 5 minutes, Drain and 
rinse in clean, cold water. 

Grind figs through a food proces- 
sor, using a medium blade, and 
place in a thick-bottomed saucepan. 
Add sugar and lemon juice. Heat 
slowly to a boil, stirring to dissolve 
Sugar, Then, increase heat and boil 
rapidly until mixture is quite thick. 

Stir frequently to prevent stick- 
ing.

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Jury venire law ruled unconstitutional

Last Thursday, July 17, William 
Hightower, Circuit Judge - Coffee 
County, Alabama (by special assign- 
ment), declared Legislative Act 96- 
454 unconstitutional. 

He ruled that the Act which 
changed the way juries are selected 
in Coffee County was “unconstitu- 
tional in violation of Article 1, §6, 
Article 4, §105 of the Constitution of 
‘Alabama, 1901, and the Sixth and 
Fourteenth Amendments to the Con- 
Stitution of the United States,” 

Judge Hightower further stated in 
his ruling that “the defendants will 
draw all grand and petit jury venires 
for Coffee County, Alabama, only 
from the division in which the trial 
will be held.” 

The Act, No. 96-454, was intro- 
duced during the 1996 session of the 
Alabama Legislature by Representa- 
tive Garreth Moore and was passed

In that case, Judge Hightower 
ruled that “Act 96-454 does not ap- 
ply to crimes alleged to have been 
committed prior to May 20, 1996, 
and is not unconstitutional as to 
those offenses.”

Should the indictments be re- 
affirmed, the court would be

According to authorities, there 
are other laws on the books which 
will ensure that those individuals 
who have allegedly committed 
criminal offenses will be held ac- 
countable. 

District Attomey Mark Fuller 
spoke with the Attorney Gener- 
al’s office Tuesday moming and 
he was told that the court’s re- 
cently ruling will be appealed to 
the Alabama Supreme Court. 

Although District Attomey 
Mark Fuller personally supports 
the county-wide jury venire law, 
he states that he will uphold the 
law whatever it may be. It is his 
sworn duty. 


No more Food Stamp 
coupons after September 


Alabama Department of Human 
Resources (DHR) Commissioner 
Martha Nachman announced last 
week that her agency will issue the 


State’s last Fi Stamp coupons in 
September, 
Beginning in October, all Ala- 


bama Food Stamp benefits will be is- 
sued through DHR’s electronic Ben- 
efit Security Card system. 

“Alabama retailers will continue 
to accept Food Stamp coupons for 
several years because other slates 
will still be issuing them,” said Com- 
missioner Nachman, “but DHR is 
saying goodbye to the coupons.” 

The Food Stamp Program has 
been in operation statewide in ala- 
bama since 1974, Early pilot pro- 
grams were implemented in the state 
shortly after Congress created the 
pro in 1964, 

_ Commissioner Nachman said the 
switch from coupons to electronic 
cards is being made to improve ser- 
vices to recipients and save tax dol- 
lars, The electronic system will cut 
the administrative costs of issuing 
Food Stamp benefits in half and save 
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Monetary donations for

DHR has successfully completed 
its four-month pilot of the new elec- 
tronic system in Jefferson, Mont- 
gomery, and Russell counties. 

The system was evaluated by an 
independent contractor--the Unisys 
Corporation--and the state has been 
given federal approval to go state- 
wide with it. 

“We are extremely pleased with 

the pilot,” said the Commissioner, 
“The system is remarkably trouble- 
free,” 
“Merchants, bankers, and welfare 
recipients in the pilot counties have 
all been receptive to the system,” she 
added 


All banks and grocery store 
chains in the state are equipped to 
accept the card. 

¢ Benefit Security Card system 
will expand to 14 additional Ala- 
bama counties in August, to 28 
counties in September, and to the fi- 
nal 22 counties in October, Coffee 
County will be included in the final 
22 counties to implement the card 


system. 
Alabama developed the electronic 


system as part of an eight-state coali- { 


tion, but Alabama was the first state 
in the coalition to implement the sys- 
tem, Alabama's system is also the 
first in the nation to include federal 
as well as state benefits, 

In addition to Food Stamps, the 
electronic setae includes Family 
Assistance (formerly AFDC), Social 
Security, Supplemental Security in- 
come, and some federal pensions. 
Child Support payments and Wom- 
en, Infanis, and Children (WIC) food 
instruments may be added later, 

The card can be used in partici- 
pating grocery stores to buy food, 

ecipients who receive cash benefits 
can use their cards to get cash at au- 
tomated teller machines or make 
debit transactions, 


cerning the court’s latest ruling con- 
cerning Act No. 96-454. 

He said, “In 1996, I passed an act 
designed to bring more unity to this 
county.

“I'll await their decision before 
deciding if there needs to be a local 
constitutional amendment regarding 
this issue introduced in the 1998 reg- 
ular session,” he said. “I have no 
problem letting the people vote on 
this issue if that is what it takes to 
address our local needs without be- 
ing controlled by a small group with 
obvious vested interests.” 

The attorneys representing the 
planintiffs in this case were pleased 
with the judge’s ruling, 

The case was filed by attorneys 
Jeff W. Kelley, Paul Young and J. 
Stafford Pittman on behalf of Larry 
Pope, Billy Ray Farris and James 
Keith Johnson. Both civil and crimi- 
nal matters were involved in the 
case.

Sen. Adams authors bills 
dealing with appointments 


State Senator Dwight Adams an- 
nounced Monday that he plans to in- 
troduce on the first day of the next 
legislative session two bills 
change the way the Alabama Senate 
confirms gubernatorial appoint- 
ments, 

Senator Adams said that he pre- 
pared the bills after reading a recent 
editorial in the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser. The Advertiser editorial sug- 
gested time limits on those appoint- 
ments by the governor which require 
Senate confirmation. 

One of the bills covers those ap- 
pointments made by the governor 
pursuant to the requirements of gen- 
eral or local law. The other bill cov- 
ers those appointments made pursu- 
ant to the Alabama Constitution, 

Senator Adams’ bills provide for 
gubernatorial appointments to be 
made by the govemor and submitted 
to the Senate for confirmation within 


60 days of the occurrence of the va- 
cancy. 
If the appointment is not made in 


lO* a timely manner by the governor, the 


right to make the appointment will 
pass to the lieutenant governor. 

In either instance, the nominee 
for the appointment will be deemed 
to be confirmed if a majority of the 
full Senate does not vote to reject the 
sponindnent prior to adjournment of 

fifth legislative day after which 
the confirmation is presented to the 
Senate during any regular or special 
session of the legislature. 

If these bills are passed, the new 
procedure will prevent a_long- 
running controversy such as the one 
involving the Aubum University 
Board of Trustees. 

Senator Adams will attempt to get 
these bills passed during the special 
session later this year.

Alabama State Troopers see 
increase in manpower 


Alabamians are seeing more state 
troopers on duty statewide as a result 
of the state’s on-going effort to boost 
trooper manpower. 

Col, L. N. Hagan, director of the 
Department of Public Safety (DPS), 
said “Trooper levels are increasing, 
thanks to the commitment of Gov, 
Fob James and the Alabama Legisla- 
ture,” 

Gov. James said he wants Ala- 
bama’s roadways to be safe and will 
work to further increase the number 
of troopers on the highways. 

“People need to know we have al- 
ready increased the number of state 
troopers in Alabama by 110 during 
the past three years,” said James, 

“Without question, we have an in- 
creased trooper presence on Ala- 
bama’s highways, and we're going 
to increase even more,” 

The additional troopers will allow 
Public Safety to “proactively help 
motorists, arrest drunken drivers, en- 
force traffic laws and pursue crimi- 
nal investigations,” according to Col, 
Ha 


gan, 

Currently, Public Safety employs 
699 stale troopers, 508 of whom are 
assigned to the Highway Patrol Divi- 
sion, with the remaining troopers as- 
signed to the Alabama Bureau of In- 
vestigation, Driver License, Service 
and Administrative divisions. 

Two classes of troopers have 
graduated from the department's 
academy this year to increase troop- 
er personnel, with hiring of a third 
class scheduled for August. Two ad- 
ditional classes are planned for the 
1997-98 Fiscal Year. 

A 1981 Craven and Associates 
study conducted for the Alabama 
Personne! Department recommended 


a trooper manpower level of 927, 
based upon registered vehicles, li- 
censed drivers, population and miles 
driven. Public Safety is revising this 
figure to reflect current statistical 
and demographic data.
